ertford, England. Atter a fow years' slavery
in Utah, he worked his way to Bacrawonto,
Californin, where he wrote this letter to & Hert-
ford pcllaer, hoping It would be the means of
gman ng others in that country from belng
eluded by the misrepreseniations of Mormon
roselytes, the pollutions of whose aystomn he
ame disgusted with and thus describoes: —

SacpammnTo Civy, Brare or CALIFORNIA,
Unyren Brames or AMenioa, September 98, 1865,
—Bir;—In my last letter to molher, I promised
to send you n little of my experience while in
Salt Lake, which I was afraid to de while living
thers, as mﬁ hfe would have beén in danger b
80 doing, ButasIam now lna free country
oan flutter my wings, and can send to my friends
the truth of things us they exist there, without
being afraid,

In my previons letters I have been very silent
on the polygamy question, 1 thinka little news
of that kind will be very intervesting to you and
a few of your frlends., In the first place, old
men of saventy marry girls at fourtean years of
age, nnd in some instances they give the parenis
of the child & cow or an old gun, or some other
trifling thing, In the next place, a man will
marry & girl, and that girl’s brother will marry

her husband's deughter, wnd wvery frequently s
man marries two or three sigtors; but, worst of
all, many goso far a5 to mrry & womun and
her daughter, or daughters, ae the case may
be. Again, the msgionaries trom there to the
old countries urge the emigravion, especially
that of the females, and many women, when
they had nol saflicient mesans to emigrate
with thelr whole family. emigrated with their
dauﬁhtem, and left their husbands and the rest
of the family to follow them the next year, or
as poon after as they omn procure the mesus, In
many insunoee.’ when the man gets there, he
finda out that his wife Is married to snother
man, and ehould he be so fortunate with his wife,
he has to keep one eyc open aM the time, or he
will lose her, ally If she hasthe appear-
ance of bring & smart woman; for I can assure

ou that they are a set of old men with one leg

n the grave and the other out, crawling aroun
after women, and should they see one that they
think they would like, they tell the poor womsn
that her hushand can’t save her, and persuade
her to get a man higher in the priesthood than
her husband, and these old cripples often suc-
ceed in getting her away, and the poor man
can't help himself, It is che order of the King-
dom of their God.

1 have told you that they marry, 1 will now
tell you how some of them live, 1 will speak of
those in the neigl;barhuoﬂl livedin, Three of m
nearest neighbors were polygamists—one ol
man who had no children; he lived protty,fair
with his women. The other two lived like
devils; they used to fght and call each other
filthy names, 11 the man has means enough he

ts a honse for each ol his women; il not, they
all live together, * * . e

One young woman that we were anguainted
with went and listened one night at the window
of the other wife of her husband, and heard
something she did not like, Bhe up with her
fist and broke almost every paue ol glass in the
frame, and for the paues she broke her wazes
was saveral of her teeth knocked out, Oh, Zion,
when I think of thee! A eister of one of the
apostles has no less than four hushands, and all

ving. Women there, if they dont like their
hushands, gzo to Brother Brigliam, and he gives
them a bill of divoree, for which he charaes $10,
which her late husband has to pay, aud calls
that his pocket woney.

Mr. W,, 1 can assure you that there is not
that hap&y smile there upon a woman's counte-
nance which characterizes an English woman,
Many of them, a2 soon as they gel there, begin
topeeﬂ through the wool that has been drawn
over their eyes, probably for years, and some of
them come out and say Mormenism in Utah
and Mormonism in Engzland have no compari-
son, Ifound it so long before 1 got to Salt
Lake, but I would like to have found it out
betore I left my home, At any rate I am qlltl’il.a
satistied now, and have come to this conclusion,
that if God owns thal , the Devil owns the
tieat.

THE CONNOR'S CREEK MURDER.

Arraigoment of the Prisoner—Attempis
to Lynch Him—Additional Particniars
of the Crime,

From the Detroit Tridune, Tuesday.

Yesterday, John Cooper, who murdered his
gister, Mrs, William L}".I.IL‘il. in the town of
Grosse Point, near Connor's Creek, on Thursdgy
1sst, was arraigned before Justice MeCarthy
and, through counsel, who volunteered to defend
him, plead not guilty to the charge ol murder,
The prisoner remained stolcally silent when the
charge was propounced, but the sight ol the axe
with which he committed the flendish deed, as
it was brought into court, cuused a temporary
visible tremor to come over his person.

An attempt was made to have the examination
adjourned till the 19th instant, but this applicu-
tion wns so strenuously resisted by the Proie-
cuting’ Attorney, that further hearing was
waived to the Wayne Cirouit Court, which meets
on the 22d instant. The case will at that time
come up for final hearing, uvless some other
disposition shonld be made of the prisoner pre-
vious to that date, which we have every reason
to helieve will be sttempted. With a view of
pwveutinin reacue, extraordinary precuntionary
measures have been taken,

As might naturally be expected, the publica-
tion of the particulars concerning the terrible
murder have caused a sickening sensation to
pervade the entire community, and au exoite-
ment has been created which time alone would
sallay. The annovneement that the murderor
would be examined to.day,'at Justice McCarthv's
ofiice, called out & large crowd of Y)eogle, not
less than one thousand having assembled in the
court-room und in the streog,

There was much confusion and exciiement
and imprecations withour number were lmrleti
ut the wretch, who ocouplied g seat in an obseure
corner. Cries of “lynch him,” “send him out
here and we'll fix him,” were frequently heard,
while the arguments for an adjournment were
beig made, When the defendant's counsel
walved examination and preparations were being
made to remove the priconer, iwo men in a mr[y
exoited condition made desperate ¢fforts to reach
the wretched man, with the supposed intention
of putting an end to his existence, put he was
removed from the courtroom before harm
could be accomplished.

Cooper was handeutled and huorriedly taken
from the court-room via the back door, pluced
In a carringe and taken to jwil, The crowd,
‘however, discovered the ruse, and made a rush
for the carrisge, but without sccomphshing
anything, _

From the muny witnesscs who were present,
we gained additional particulars ol the murder,
which go to show that the details, as previonsly

ublished, were not s horrible as they should

ve been stated. We learn from the above men-
tloped sources that Cooper shot his sister in the
head, which was the first act in the bloody
drama, He then sclzed & large iron pot and beat
her brains out, breaking the weapon by the
reposted blows. With an sxe he split the skall
and breast of the corpse. From the wound made
fu the Jatter region, the murderer, with his own
hands, removed the heart of the deceased, and
threw it upon the floor,

Tar Geamanrows Munver—Fyrrosn
TesTiMoNy. —Yesterday afternoon the investiga-
tion of the Uermantown murder case was re
sumed at the pohce station in Germantown,
before the Coroner’s jury, when the following
testimaony was taken:—

Thomas Bhindle, sworn,—Met Christian Berger
on Saturday mmhur. at 7§ o'clock; at the corner
of Malne and Queen streets; aaw him atanding
alone on the northwest corner; saw him crows
the street; an axl)mion about Berger's (nce
sitracted his attention,

William Yake, sworn,—Knew the prisoner two
weeks previous (o the murdor; ({& aturdny saw
bim at Queen and Main strects, bftween 6} and 7
o'elock in the morning; did not particularly
notice him; tor 8 week or ten days previous wit.
ness saw him standing thers; had called Mr,
Funk's attention to the fact; never saw him
there before; saw Mrs, Lipp{ncon leave Miss
Watte’ betore he saw prisoner standing on the
corper; did pot mention seelng the man until
evening;: told Mr, Hughes aboutit,

Hmith Hughes, aworn.—Spent the whole of
Saturday in searching for the murderer; had
copoluded the nurderor must have escaped by
the back way: saw the footprints in the snow,
and measored them; found on tral, on Saturds
morning, that the boot fitted so near lu the trac
that he concluded it must be ono like the boot
produced to the jury,

Bergeant Dickinson, sworn.—He proceeded to
Berger's house on School lane about 9 o'clock in
the evening; Berger was up-stairs; called him
outsile und snid he wanted him for an examing-
tion about the murder; asked him had he not
been standing ootside of Miss Watts' house;
Berger sald **Yes," and that he had walked down
Main streel, baving no money to ride in the
cars.  Berger denled going down Quesn street;
searched prisoner's pockets; found $17°19 and
one dollur in sllver halves; Berger stated the
amount he had spent, mak in all sbout $53,
which he said had been pald him by 8 man who
bad owed it, though he aifferwards sald the
amount was $50. Witbess told Berger the
amounts did not agree: bat he could not account
for the ditference.

Detective Joehun Taggart, eworn.—He had an
interview with the prisoner on Bunday morning
last; was satisfied t he was pot telling the
truth; witness told prisoner he believed he had
proba\:ly committed a robbery by which he had
got the money; if so, to state it and clear him-
self of the murder; Barger then stated he stole
some money, and how he spent it, which proved
o be a felschood; saw the prisoner in the even.
ing; he still said that he had committed & rob-
bery about a year and a half , and that he
sewed the money lu his coat pocket and had
never since opened it.  Witness'sent for a tailor
who stated that the coat bore no marks of
stitches; aflerwards witness went in the cell with
the prisoner, went over the whole case with him,
and stated be thought he had committed the
murder; Berger then contessed partinlly to hav-
ing commirted the deed; be said that he went to
the houee of Miss Watts, and remembered push-
ing or knocking her down; but would not admit
that he eut her throat,

On Tuesday the prisoner again steted that he
knocked the old lady down, and then locked the
door. He sald he wns up-stairs when s boy came
to the door. He eame down, opened the door a
cruck, saw who was there, and shut It again. He
le/t by the back door, went to Fisher's lane,
pulled the razor out of the ease, found it bloody,
and threw it away, He stuted stterwards he got
the razor from his father, which turns out to be
true, He had found it Iying on the mantel-piece
and put it in his pocket, Witness did not press
about his motive for commiiting the deed. Berger
said he Lhad only got on the front step when Miss
Watts opened the door; us soon us he got inside
he supposea he gtruek her; he smid he suppozed
that he had cul her throat, but did not remem-

ber; witness had a conversstion with him
about the money; he suid he did not
remember taking it, and that he sup-

posed it was upestalrs in the bureaun; that
the first knowledge he had of taking the mone
wis when be ok the razor from his pocket,
and found the money there: the prisoner first
broke down in hig denials about his boot, which
had blood on it; he said he had not been in a
slanghter-house, but hud bheen in a butcher's
shop, and had kicked a plece of meat with his
foot; he afterwards explained the extra bloodi-
ness by saying that it might hav® been liver: he
nlso snid that six or seven days previous there
was some horse-meat lying in the street, and he
had kicked a piece of it abont; the apparent
bleod-marks lett on the boot were very 1gint.

After w short deliberation the l]ury rendered
the following verdict:—*"That the eaid Mary
Witts came to her Jdeath from mjuries inflicted
@t the hands of Christian Berger, on the morn-
log of January 6, 1866, at her house, Queen
street, above Main,"

The prisoner was then gommitted for trial,
